LORD SALISBURY MAKES AN IMPORTANT 
’ POLITICAL SPEECH AT CAMBRIDGE. 


The Liberal Victory in the Hartlepool 
Election—Appalling Accounts of Desti- 
tution in England — Landlords and 
Evicted Irish Tenants—Parnell and His 
Opponentse—The Pope and Dr. Wind- 
horst—Foreign News. 


New Tonk, Jan. 22.—The officers of the 
Guatemalan Army fre now here purchasing 
arms and ammunition,anda third representa- 
tive of the same Government is here buying, 
horses that, from the standard fixed, will be 
just suited for cavalry and field artillery ser- 
vice. The officers’ mission appears to more 
than threaten that the peace so recently es- 
tablished between Guatemala and Salvador 
is to be broken. It is practically an indication 
of war, and already the preparationsof the 
Government of Guatemala have been ac- 
cepted by those aware ofthem asa warning 
that with the opening of spring one more 
effort will be made towrest from Salvador 
the independence for which she fought so 
longand hard. March is the time fixed by 
people acquainted with the peculiarities of the 
two countries for beginning of 
hostilities. A letter received here, dated 
Dec. 5, confirms the rumors of war. 

Jam sorry to inform you,“ says the 
writer, ‘‘that peace in this unfortunate coun- 
try will be destroyed inthe near future, and 
that the late war with Salvador will be re- 
newed. The Government is endeavoring to 
prepare itself for the struggle which, on 
some pretext or other, will be begun in March 
next, as soon as the harvesting of the coffee 
crop is ended.’’ 

CONFIRMATORY EVIDENCE. 

Confirmatory evidence of Guatemala’s war- 
like intention was given when Col. Aguilas, 
one of the best artillery officers 
in the Guatemalan service, and 
Gen. Reyna Barrios, nephew of the 
late President or Dictator of Guatemala, ar- 
rived in New York, the acknowledged agents 
of their government, and as quickly as possi- 
ble began the actual purchase of rifles, side- 
armsand ammunition. Within a few days 
Senor Melgarejo, another agent of the Gov-

ON YOUNG WALTER'S BACK. 


A Second Injection of One and a Half Milli- 


gramme Made This Morning—The Pa 
tient Describes His Sensations, and Is 
Hungry—To-Day’s Developments. 


I tell you one thing, Doctor,’* said Wm. 
A. Walter, the subject of the first public ex- 
periment with the Koch curative lymph in 
St. Louls, as Dr. Max OC. Starkloff bent over 
his bed in Ward No. 10 of the Missouri Pacific 
Hospital this morning, ‘‘I don’t likea diet 
confined to toast and boiled eggs as a steady 
thing. I want some meat!’’ 

The. physician laughed at his patient’s 
hankering after the flesh pots of Egypt.“ 
**You know we're afraid to give you anything 
that’s difficult to ‘digest, Walter, he said 
apologetically. ‘‘We want to keep you in 
first-class trim so that the lymph experiment 
will have full play in your case.’’ 

That's all very well, responded Walter 
hungrily, ‘‘but I don't get any cod liver oil 
now, and I feel rather empty.’’ 

THE PATIENT TO-DAY. 

The patient into whose back one millimeter 
of the Koch lymph had been injected yester- 
day forenoon and upon whom at the present 
time the eyes of the public are fastened with 
the most intense interest sat, propped up in 
his hospital cot with pillows, the gray 
light of a wintery day outside coming through 
the two windows at either side of his bed. He 
wore a blue quilted smoking jacket, his face 
was freshly washed, hishair neatly brushed 
back from his brow. He locked a trie worn 
and haggard, however, and his eyes showed 
more indications of the terrible disease 
from which he is trying to escape, 
than was apparent during the progress 
of the lymph inoculation yesterday. 
Upon the little table within reach of his 
hand, with the book opened and laid upon its 
face, was the story of ‘‘The Regent’s Daugh- 
ter, by Alexander Dumas, which Walter 
had been reading when Dr. Starkloff and the 
Post-DISPATCH reporter entered. Almost 
touched by the open book was a small 
bottle, with a metallic stopper screwed 
tightly over the mouth, and containing a 
grayish, half-transparent substance with lit- 
tle black spots of matter scattered through it 
and a light scum formed on the top. It was 
the sputum coughed up by the patient during 
the night and morning which was being kept 
for microscopic examination. Anopen gold 
watch also lay on the table, and several other 
books were placed there where 
the patient could easily reach them. 
Held by a clip-file hung from 
the foot of the bed was a long sheet of white 
paper containing the observations of the pa- 
tient’s pulse and temperature, taken every 
hour since the lymph inoculation yesterday 
morning, and on another bed in the room lay 
Walter’s valise in which he had brought the 
articles of clothing necessary during his stay 
at the hospital. 


THE SECOND INOCULATION. 

The second inoculation of the Koch lymph 
had just been made, the exact time of the op- 
eration to-day being 9:15 a.m. One and a 
half millimeters of the pure lymph ina solu- 
tion of the same proportions as that of yes- 
terday had formed this second dose, and the 
operation was performed by Drs. Starkloff 
and Vasterling. The spot selected for the in- 
sertion of the needle was one inch lower 
than the place of yesterday’s in- 
jection, but in a line directly beneath. 
The operation was performed at an earlier 
hour than was originally intended, owing to 
the fact of noreaction having followed the 
first injection. 

The doctors found out this morning what 
caused my feeling as if little bubbles were 
forming under the skin of my back, said 
young Walter to the Post-DISPATCH reporter. 
If you'll look there now Dr. Starkloff will 
show you the reason.’’ 


THE LYMPH ERUPTION. 
One glance atthe bare back revealed the 
first palpable effects of the Koch lymph in- 
oculation, asthus outlined by the ‘‘inocu- 


ture made by the needle of the Koch syringe 
the skin showed a red, feverish flush, 

deepened considerably ‘from the first 
faint tinge of that hue which 
followed yesterday’s injection. Then, spread- 
ing out from this central symptom 
of irritation, was a plainly preceptible erup- 
tion on the skin, covering a circumference of 
at least fourinches. Theskin puffed up in 
minute spots as though from the pressure of 
some foreign liquid between it and the flesh, 
and was of a flushed and feverish appearance, 
plainly contrasting with the normal color of 
that portion of the back mot yet affected. 
The eruption resembled somewhat that 
caused by prickly heat. 

It's a good sign, said Dr. Starkloff, 
and the eruption will probably spread over 
the entire back.’’ 

It itches every now and then, remarked 
Walker, reaching his hand back to the spot 
of the irritation, ‘‘and it feels exactly like it 
was going through the process seen when you 
lay a sheet of paper down on a 
wet surface and air bubbles get 
under it and puff it up in 
places. I first felt it about 8 o’clock last 
night. It is a very peculiar sensation, I can 
tell you, and I was sure there was some sort 
ofan eruption under the skin which. would 
finally show itself. Now it has done so. 

EFFECTS OF THE INJECTION. 

was unable to sleep much last night, be- 
cause the doctors had to take my tempera- 
ture and pulse every hour. I would 
mo sooner drop off to sleep than 
I would have to wake up again for that pur 
pose, and I was never go strangely drowsy in 
my life. It must have been caused by the 
lymph, as I have been used to staying awake 
of nights owing to coughing spells, and 
generally find it hard to sleep once being 
awakened. But, last night, I couldn’t keep

closest watch on the progress of the Koch 
remedy experiments in Europe and 
in this country, and my brother 
and sister have been in the habit 
of clipping out every newspaper article they 
came across which touched upon the subject, 
so that I would be sure toreadit.

of the pure lymph. should no re- 
action follow this second inoculation, the 
third, which will probably be administered 
to-morrow forenoon, will be increased to 2% 
milligrammes. Drs. Starkloff and Outten 
have already in view-a second patient for 
their experiments with the lymph, an inmate 
of the hospital, whoisinan advanced stage 
of consumption: A most careful examination 
will be made of the patient, however, before 
the experiment is made, as itis feared he is 
too far gone to be benefited by the remedy.

KOCH’S CURATIVE LYMPH.

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FR. HYNES LETTER. 


The Excommunicated Priest Denies Pub- 
lished Statements. 


HE DID NOT TAKE A MORTGAGE ON HIS 
CHURCH. 


His Suit With Bishop Hogan Given Up by 
the Plaintiff on Mis Pleading of Rights 
Under Canon Law-—The Relation of 
Bishop and Priest Explained—Why He 
Remains in Possession of the Village 
Church. 


Itis now generally believed that Father 
Hynes will not be given a hearing by the 
Archbishop, and that his application fora 
writ of mandamus against Bishop Hogan of 
Kansas City will be utterly ignored. 
The brief of Father Hynes was filed Dec. 15, 
but as he was excommunicated from the 
church and priesthood by Bishop Hogan for 
insubordination the Archbishop felt that he 
could not recognize Father Hynes as a priest, 


‘and consequently could not listen to him, 


as none but the clergy can have business 
with the Metropolitan. Father Hynes wanted 
to secure a copy of the act or order on which 
he based his authority to suspend him and 
later to excommunicate him, as he wanted to 
prove by canon law that Bishop Hogan is 
clearly in error and overreached himself 
when he took the step. Having satisfied 
himself thatthe Bishopis clearly in error, 
Father Hynes has paid no attention 
to either the order of suspension or 
excommunication and continues to celebrate 
mass and solemnize marriage and baptize. 
This, in the eyes of the church, is a most un- 
holy performance and a sacrilege, yet no at- 
tempt has been made to put a stoptoitor 
give the mana hearing, who claims God as 
nis judge in standing firm to his principles 
and conscience. The case is treated as 
a matter entirely between Bishop Hogan and 
Father Hynes, and from the aspect of the 
case it would appear that the church, having 
given the Bishop the official authority of ex- 
communicating, is satisfied with his action 
and his own judgment. 
FATHER HYNES’ POSITION. 

Father Hynes then is made the plaintiff in 
the case and recognizing this has begun a 
proceeding which may take months to reach 
a conclusion. Having left the 
matter in the hands of the Arch- 
bishop thirty days as required by the canon 
law in such cases, and receiving no word, he 


will now appeal to Rome, to the Ecclesiastt- 


cal Court, the highest court of justice in the 
Church. There he will either be reinstated 
as a priest for the purpose of trial, as he can- 


not be heard asa citizen or an ex-communi- 


cant, or the court will also ignore him. 
If tried and the court sustains the 
Bishop, he will very likely take off 
the robes of his office and callin 
and give up his church and if ignored he wi 
probably continue on in the even tenor of his 
way, believing himself a priest and officiating 
as such outside the folds of the church and 
independent of it. 
A LETTER FROM THE EXCOMMUNICANT. 

Father Hynes has written a letter in which 
he corrects several statements made in his 
case and explains the Incident of an attempt 
to evict him from his church in Peirce City. 
The letter reads as follows:

one statement, however, I should like to see 
corrected; it is a statement of fact. 

It is stated in the article of Tuesday, and 
was also stated ina previous issue and has 
often been made elsewhere, that when 
Bishop Hogan commenced ejectment pro- 
geedings against me I produced in court a 
personal mortgage; and thus defeated the 
Bishop’s suit; Th report has been indus- 
triously noised abroad ior the purpose of les- 
sening the important resuits of that suit. If 
it were not for this, thestatement should re- 
main without challengeor contradiction, for 
it requires but the merest tincture 
of the law te know that 
such a statement is what in 
the language of the ancients would be called 
—beans. And while I am on this question per- 
mit me, through your columns, to contradict 
another fabaceous statement that has been 
made. It has often been said thatI raised a 
constitutional question out of the old Drake 
constitution. I did no such thing. The truth 
of the matter is this: All church property in 
this land is held by the bishops of the diocese 
in fee. Bishop Hogan, like other bishops, 
claimed thaphe was the owner of the prop- 
erty. That the bishop was landlord and the 
priest of a parish was his tenant. That the 
bishop as !andlord had the right and power 
to eject from his parish any priest 
without or hindrance as his Lordship’s 
tenant. of whigh positionsI denied and 
controyerted, holding that the bishop was 
merely trustee, nothing more; that the priest 
in charge is a beneficiary of the trustee and 
cannot without just and legal Cause be de- 
prived of his beneficiary interest. This was 
undoubtedly the theory of the church in early 
ages, under the Roman power, when she 
first acquired temporal possessions. The 
Roman law did not pass away with the 
Roman Empire. The church canonized it. 
The church has used it throughout all ages; 
the greater part of Christendom used it for 
many ages. The positionIhave assumed is 
undoubtedly the theory of the law, as it is 
the theory ot the Canons. I could not, there- 
fore, feel less than confident that, in an un- 
prejudiced country like this, if the question 
should reach a final hearing, a decision would 
be rendered confirming the position I as- 
sumed, my position being the theory of the 
law;the slow development evolved out of 
justice, equity andthe nature of things by 
right reason. 

But the question did not reach a final hear - 
ing. Bishop Hogan withdrew his suit of his own 
motion. The case was in court during four 
terms, The papers in the case with our 
pleadings are on file in the Jasper County 
Court.

THE ROTTEN FEE SYSTEM, 

The House at Jefferson City has adopted 
Representative MARTIN’s resolution pro- 
viding for a committee of flye to ascertain. 
what fees offigers elected or appointed may 
collect and retain without accounting for 
the same tothe State, and to report how 
fat it may be expedient to amend the laws 
and substitute the salary system for the 
fee system of compensating officers. 

The right kind of a committee can Sol- 
leet some very interesting facts bearing on 
this question and showing that consider- 
able sums of the people’s money, which 
ought to go into the public treasury, go 
into politics and into the pockets of polit- 
ical henchmen. It will find that a great 
and necessary reform was consummated in 
the case of every office in which our present 
law allows the incumbent a fixed compen- 
sation and requires him to turn in to the 
public revenues the fees imposed by law. 
It will find that there are still offices to 
which this wholesome reform should be 
extended both for economy’s sake and for 
the further redemption of our polities from 
machine rule and bossism. 

It may not be expedient to abolish the 
fee method of compensating such service 
as the Notary Public or the Justice of the 
Peace renders. Butitis the well tested, 
long established and universally approved 
policy of the State to treat as part of the 
public revenue all taxes imposed by the 
State on the people for specific services 
rendered by its agents. The fees paid by 
the coal oil men for inspection are charged 
to their customers, and when the oil is in- 
spected and the fees collected by a clerk 
who works for salary there is no good rea- 
son why these fees, amounting to many 
times his salary, should be diverted from 
the public treasury into the pockets of 
some politician who is only nominally the 
inspector.

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A SPOILS INDICTMENT. 

The movement to transfer the control of 
the Indians from the Interior to the War 
Department is not based upon a belief that 
the military authorities are more com- 
petent to deal with the Indians than 
civilian officials. Were the conditions of 
service similar in both departments the 
balance of argument would lie on the side 
of the civil arm of the Government as the 
better fitted to train and educate the In- 
dians for peaceful pursuits. 

But the conditions are not similar, In 
the War Department there is permanence 
of tenure and disciplinary methods which 
contribute to the faithful discharge of duty 
and stimulate the desire for honorable 
records in public service. It is recognized 
that, despite disadvantages in many re- 
spects,the military arm will reap the bene- 
fit of experience and of stable control in 
the management of the Indians. On the 
other hand, in the Interior Department, by 
the present system of change with every 
administration, the Indians are taken in 
charge every four years of a new set of men, 
who get agency positions as the rewards of 
partisan service. Thus not only is there 
strong temptation to dishonesty and many 
chances of mistake in the selection of men, 
but under the best circumstances a lack of 
permanence and experience which render 
a high degree of efficiency impossible. 

The Indian situation, therefore, which 
involves so much bloodshed, expense and 
humiliation, is, above all things, another 
impressive indictment of the spoils system, 
which is the cause of more corruption in 
politics and inefficiency in the public 
service than any other element of our po- 
litical methods. 
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CLAUS SPRECKEIS has cornered the en- 
tire crop of Java sugar, the only crop 
likely to compete with his Sandwich 
Island sugar when the duty is wiped out 
by the McKinley bill next April. He and 
the New York Sugar Trust, under its New 
Jersey charter and new name, will then 
divide the country between them and have 
a monopoly of the refined sugar market as 
powerful and profitable as they had under 
the old tariff. Should an export tax on 
West India sugar take the place of the 
duty we have taken off, CLAUs will have as 
great an advantage over the New York 
concern as he had in the special exemption 
of Sandwich Island sugar from impost. 
But neither will suffer under the McKin- 
ley tariff. They will in any event pocket 
a large part of the $55,000,000 of revenue 
from sugar which our Government sur- 
renders. Whether the people will get 
enough of it in the form of cheaper sugar 
to compensate them for the new sugar 
bounties they will have to pay, is yet to be 
determined.

city limits outside of the parks. 

Does it not seem strange that citizens pos- 

sessing ordinary intelligence could be per- 
suaded to intrust the care of their trees to 
men having little judgment and less taste, 
and whose highest ambition is greed, think- 
ing little and caring less forthe damage they 
may do, 
If I had a park of trees that needed prun- 
ing and the alternative were presented of 
awarding the contract for the work to such 
men or toacycione, I would at once enter 
into negotiation with the cyclone. 

A little pruning is sometimes necessary but 
this indiscriminate lopping off of all the 
branches of the trees destroys their beauty, 
retards their growth and leaves them—if not 
killed outright—to grow up the gnarled, 
deformed, unsightly thing that we see every- 
where along our thoroughfares, a disgrace to 
the streets and a reproach te those who have 
unwillingly been duped into paying for their 
destruction. 

In conclusion, I would earnestly recom- 
mend better protection to the bodies of the 
trees and that the pruning be confined mainly 
to the dead branches and such of the lower 
ones as are liable to obstruct the street or 
sidewalk, leaving the balance to nature. 
This will insure a healthier and more grace- 
ful growth and all the shade that may be de 
sired.

INDIANS UNEASY. 


The Murders at Bear Butte—Educated 
Indians Among the Hostiles. 


Special Correspondence of the Posr-Disrarcn. 

Pine upon AGENCY, 8. D., Jan, 19, via 
Rushville, Neb.—The news ofthe murder of 
a party of peaceful Indians by whites was 
received here to-day, and is as much 
deplored by the officers as by the Indians 
themselves. It is particularly unfortunate 
that the outrage occurred just at this mo- 
ment, when many of the leading chiefs were 
endeavoring to persuade the disorderly ele- 
ment to submit to the government and had 
about succeeded. The murder near Bear 
Butte effectually decides the question of vol- 
untary disarmament.. There was little 
chance at any time of its being general, but 
no one expects that the Indians will give up, 
their rifies unless they are taken from 
by force. 

AFRAID OF WHITE MURDERERS. 

The younger men believe that they will be 
ruthlessly murdered if they are unable to 
protect themselves, and there is too much 
ground for this belief. There is a certain 
class of frontiersmen who will shoot an 
Indian on sight, out of pure deviltry, if they 
think it can be safely done, and the Govern- 
ment is practically powerless to protect 
those who surrender their arms. The Indians 
do not understand how it is that the soldiers 
can attack them if they commit murder or 
depredations, and yet cannot punish whites 
who kill Indians. 

Some of the irreconcllables are citing the 
Bear Butte incident as an example of what 
may be expected if the Sioux are no 
to protect themselv it takes all the in- 
fluence of chiefs like Toung-Man- Afraid -- of - 
His- Horses, who, like his father, has 
always been loyal to the back- 
bone, to keep the young bucks 
from taking the warpath. When the news of 
the murder was received hundreds of young 
warriors made a break for the pony herd, and 
had it not been for the cordon of troops there 
would be half a dozen war parties out now. 
Afterthe first excitement subsided it was 
found to be possible to prevent an outbreak, 
but it was a very close call, and the Indians 
were not only enraged but gréatly terrified. 

OUTRAGES BY FRONTIERSMES. 

The army officers are indignant at the out- 
rage that has done so much to complicate 
matters just at the time when everything 
was going smoothly, but those experi 
enced on the frontier express no surprise. 
The story of the outrages committed by the 
Indians upon the whites has often been told, 
and it is bad enough, but the other side has 
not been made public. There are a set of 
‘worthless, murderous miscreants hanging 
about Indian reservations who are as ready 
to commit unprovoked murder as the most 
savage Sioux, and such occurrences as that at 
Bear Butte are common enough. The mil 
tary have no power to punish the criminals, 
although they would so with great pleasure, 
and the county, courts will do nothing. 
This state of affairs has very seriously com- 
plicated the present situation, as the Indians 
have some show of justice on their side when 
they assert that without their arms they 
would be atthe mercy of every white mis- 
creant who chose toattack them, and that 
the soldiers cannot protect them. ‘

mixture of white 
to have a distinctly deleterious effect, 
as the half - breed is a man who has the vices 
of both faces and the virtues of neither. No 
men give the troops and the agents so much 
troubie as the half - breeds. A near relative 
of one of the best known families in St. Louis 
was for years the most turbulent and savage 
of the Cheyenne dog soldiers. Few who have 
had experience believe that there is any pos 
sibility of civilizing Indians by Indians. 

: INDIAN PONIES. 
Although the Sioux are savages, they fully 
appreciate the value of wealth, and the 
rich man is as  =infigential among 
them as in the commercial centers 
of Europe and America, They still estimate 
their wealth by ponies, although the herds 
are far smaller than they were in former 
times. The poorest ponies are never mount- 
ed, being used as pack animals; steady reliable 
old horses drag the lodge poles, and carry 
the wickerwork cages in which the old and 
infirm and the very young children are trans- 
ported. Each squaw each child has a 
pony, and next come the hacks ridden in 
hunting and in traveling from place to place. 
The race ponies are highly esteemed, and 
rank first below the Indian’s true love, his 
War pony. This is the only animal on which 
he ever bestows any particular love. Noone 
but the owner ever is allowed to mount him, 
and he is always kept in the best condition. 


BROKEN TREATIES. 


How the United States Has Violated Its 
Own Pledges. * 

That the United States has not been blame - 
less in its relations to the Indians is a fact 
well known to all who have taken the 
treaties made at 
different times. With scarcely an exception 
they have been broken almost as soon as 
made, and in more than one instance the 
very Administration that made the treaties 
set to work to violate them before the ink 
was dry, The Sioux have been par- 
ticularly unfortunate in this respect. 
Until 1851 they were under the 
charge of the War Department and there was 
comparatively little trouble. When the In- 
terior Department took charge the treaty- 
making and treaty-breaking began. By the 
treaty of Fort Laramie the Sioux and seven 
other tribes,for money considerations, agreed 
to remain north of the Platte and within cer- 
tain well-defined longitudinal boundaries, 
the white man agreeing to keepaway from 
that territory. This compact was first broken 
by the whites. 

In 1865 further treaties were made with vari- 
ous bands ofthe Sioux, whereby, for addi- 
tional money considerations they promised to 
withdraw from the overland routes through 
their territory. This led ap to the treaty of 
1868 with the entire Sioux nation, by which 
the Great Sioux Reservation in South Dakota 
was first set apart ‘‘for the absolute and un- 
disturbed use and occupation ofthe Indians, 
upon which no outsiders but government em- 
ployes were to be allowed to pass, settle or 
reside.’’ The Indians promised to keep the 
peace, and they were to be permitted to hunt 
in certain localities outside the reservation, 
By the terms of the treaty, also, alarge tract 
of land west and north of the reservation, in- 
cluding the Big Horn region, was considered 
as belonging to the Indians and as yet unced- 
ed tothe United States. 

The provisions of the treaty relating to 
these outside hunting grounds and unceded 
lands soon led to further troubles. Little by 
little, emigrants and settlers encroached on 
the Indian territory, squatted on the unceded 
lands, and killed or frightened off the game, 
and from time to time various tracts were ob- 
tained from the Sioux in return for money, 
or for promises Of money which were some- 
times unfulfilled. Finally, in 1874 gold was 
discovered in the Black Hills, in the heart of 
the Sioux reservation itself, and this was the 
signalfor a mad rush of thousands of emi- 
grants into and through the Indian domain, 
in utter defiance of treaty obligations, law 
and common courtesy. It was merely an- 
other case of the big boy and the little boy. 

Negotiations followed, resulting in the 
treaty or agreement of 1877, whereby the 
Sioux ceded ali the outside lands and also the 
Black Hill country in return for rations, 
schools, agricultural implements, etc. 

On the part of the Government, Congress 
has steadily scaled down the appropriations 
for the Sioux ever since 1884. The appropria- 
tion for that year was $1,825,000, and for 1890, 
$900,000. In every year but one theappro- 

tion has been less than the amount asked 
or by the Indian Commissioner. The appro- 
priations, moreover, have sometimes been 
unreasonably delayed, causing much suffer- 
ing and discontent at theagencies, The re- 
duction of the appropriation for the fiscal 
year 1889-90 to a lower point than ever 
reached before since 1877, namely to $900,000, 
$100,000 less than in the preceding year, 
caused a decrease of 260,000 pounds in the 
amount of beef purchased for the Sioux in 
that fiscal year. 

The cause of the troubles is the fdilure o 
Congress to carry out the bargain made by 
the commission of the summer of 1889. In re- 
turn for the cession of a large of lands, 
a sum of money was to be paid the Sioux, and 
‘their rations increased. The Government

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SENATOR STUNE'S BILL RELATIVE TO THE 
JURY COMMISSIONERSHIP. 


By Its Provisions the Judge of the St. 
Louis Court of Criminal Correction Is 
Given a Vote in the Selection of the 
Appointee—Joy in the St, Louis Dele- 
gation. | 


JEFFERSON OITY, Jan. 22,The House spent 
two full hours this morning wrangling over 
Representative Julian's resolution instruct- 
ing Missouri Representatives in ‘the Senate 
and Congress to support radical free trade. 
It was thought that Julian and his free trade 
resolution had been suppressed, but 
both broke out with increased em- 
phasis as soon as Speaker Tuttle 
called the House to order this morning, 
Julian made a long speech and insisted that 
Democracy meant free trade. He wanted 
the Democratic members tostand up to the 
rack and not seek refuge behind tariff ro- 
form. The Republican members, 
headed by Tubbs of Osage, ex- 
pected the resolution and they 
all favored a free discussion of Julian’s pro- 
duction. There werea number of speeches 
madeonthe subject by Democrats and no 
little feeling diapiayen. Representative Ryan 
of St. Louis® who, like Julian, claims 
that the Democratic Party should adopt 
free. trade as the standard, made a 
rambling speech in which he aimed to show 
that the Democratic party should incorpor- 
ate every theory advanced by Henry George. 
It developed in the discussion that Ryan had 
openly stated since the election of Vest that 
he never would have voted for him in the cau- 
cus if he had seen the letter, since written by 
the Senator, on the tariff question. The res- 
olution was attacked on ail sides, and some 
of the leaders were indignant at the. insinua- 
tion that they were cowards e they 
would not jump off the Democratic platform 
to take up the free-trade banner. The dis- 
cussion, which promised to be interminable, 
was finally cut short by the adoption of Rep- 
resentative Fogle's resolution referring the 
matter to the Committee on Federal Rela- 
tion. A recess was then taken until 2 o’clock. 
The afternoon session was devoted to the 
transaction of the business which was side- 
tracked in the morning to give Julian a 
chance with his resolution. 

THE SENATE. 

Senator Stone of St. Louis introduced a bill 
this morning giving the Judge of the St. 
Lori. Court of Criminal Correction a vote in 
the selection of theJury Commissioner for that 
city. At present only the five Circuit Judges 
and the Judge of the Criminal Court have any 
voice in the appointing of the custodian of 
the jury lists. Stone says that hisidea is to 
prevent atieinthe political complexion of 
the judges from delaying the appointment of 
a commissioner in the event of that office be- 
coming vacant, as it is at present. 

At the request of the Mechanics’ Rxchange 
of St. Louis, Senator Espenchied pfesnted a 
memorial asking the establishment of free 
manual training schools. The bill to place 
express companies under the supervision of 
the Railroad Commissioners was given a first 
reading. 

THE Sr. LOUIS DELEGATION SATISFIED. 

The St. Louis delegation having secured a 
place onthe Appropriations Committee by 
the appointment of Representative Hawkins 
of the Third District, are better satisfied 
with the committee arrangements. The sug- 
gestion to give st. Loulsa representative on 
this important committee was made Tuesday 
in the House, and yesterday Mr. Hawkins 
participated in a preliminary meeting 
of that committee. All the committees 
are now organized and ready for the 
250 bills already introduced in the lower 
branch of the Assembly. Some of the bills 
have already been reported, most of which 
came from the. Committee on Criminal 
Jurisprudence, “which Fogle of Schuyler is 
chairman. Among the number which met 
with the disapproval of this committee was 
the bill to prohibit domestic geese from run- 
ning at large. The committee could not see 
any necessity of enacting any law to restrict 
the wandering of geese, but the farmer mem 
ber who introduced it insists that it is a good 
bill and ought to pass. 

THE RAILROAD BILLS. 

The Committee on Railroads and Internal 
Improvements held its initial meeting last 
evening in the office of the Railroad Commis 
Sioners. No action was taken, however, on“ 
the dozen or more bills referred to that com 
mittee. Attorney W. H. Phelpsof the Mis- 
sourl Pacific was on hand early, and ad- 
dresséd the committee. He made the re- 
quest that none of the bills affect- 
ing the roads de reported until 
the rairoad companies were given a hearing. 
The tailroad companies, he added, had rights 
which he felt assured would be fully and 
carefully considered by the committee. 
Among the bills aretwo reducing passenger 
rates, two affecting sleeping-car charges, 
and one makinga big cut in freight rates. 
One of the passenger hills restricts the rate 
to 2½ cents and the other to 2 cents per 
mile. Bothof the bills regulating sleeping- 
car rates aim to limit the charge to $2 for 
every twenty-four hours instead of $8 and $4, 
the rates now exacted by thecompany. The 
railroad attorneys here have missed no op- 
port@nity to tell the members that the com- 
panies cannot possibly.carry passengers for 
dess than 8 cents per mile. Some lively lobby 
work is expected before these bills come up 
for passage or rejection. 


PRIMARY ELECTION LAW. 
Representative Ryan of St. Louis will try to 
pass an amended primary election law. His 
bill contemplates a number of changes in the 
old law which, as has been demonstrated, 
failed of the object for which it was enacted. 
It was intended to insure equal 
privileges to all contestants for 
nominations but old and tried politicians 
laugh when anybody suggests the application 
of the penalty provision of the law to the bal- 
lot box stuffers. Ryan’s bill starts with the 
demand for equal representation in the mat- 
ter of judges and clerks to all contesting dele- 
gations and candidates and specifies that 
each delegation pay 880 for each 
ward to pay expenses. Where can- 
didates are to be voted for 
direct, they will be called upon to contribute 
$25 foreach ward. The tickets, according to 
one of the sections, will be printed and sup- 
plied to the judges and clerks by the Re- 
corder of Voters, who will also certify the re- 
turns and certify results to the Oen- 
tral Committee. Ryan’s idea is 
to abridge to some i extent the 
immense powers assumed by the Central and 
Congressional Committees.

ST. LOUIS POLICE RELIEF ASSOCIATION. 

The St. Louis Police Relief Association ig 
represented here to-day by Capt. John 
W. Campbell, Sergt. Geo. MeNamee and 
Patrolman Tom Donegan, all of whom are of- 
ficially connected with that organization, 
The bill they are interested in is to allow the 
Municipal Assembly of St. Louis to make ap- 
propriations to pension disabled members of 
the forceand their widows andorphans in 
the event they are killedin the performance 
of duty. It also provides that those 
who have served twenty years may 
he retired on half pay. The act is not in- 
tended to dissolve the association and throw 
the whole burden upon the city, but simply 
to relieve it of certain features, such as the 
veteran benefits and the penions of men who 
became incapacitated while in performance 
of police duty. The association will 
continue paying sick benefits and 
the insurance to the widows or other heirs in 
such cases where members die natural 
deaths. The passage of the bill will not take 
acent out of the State Treasury and for this 
reason it is expected that it will not meet 
much, ifany, objection from the Assembly. 

MEAT INSPECTION. 

Senator Cochran of St. Joseph has a meat 
inspection bill, but has not yet presented it 
to. the Assembly.

ELECTING UNITED STATES SENATORS. 

The Committee on Federal Relations has 
given a favorable report on the resolution 
declaring it the sense of the Assembly that 
United States Senators should be elected by a 
vote of the people. 

INTEREST ON LOANS. 

The Committee on Banks and Banking has 
reported the bill to prohibit any financial in- 
stitution from charging more than 10 per cent 
per annum for loans. This includes commis- 
sions, fees and other charges in connection 
with such transactions. Wherean excess is 
charged one-half is to go to the borrower and 
the other to the school fund. , 

THE FEE SYSTEM. 

Representative Tom Martin’s resolution 
providing for the appointment of a commit- 
tee of five to examine the laws relative to the 
fee offices within the gift of the Governor,and 
prepare a plan to do away with the fee sys- 
tem and fix the salaries of such officers, has 
been adopted, but the committee has not yet 
been appointed. Martin said last evening 
that he was surprised that the committee 
was not named when the resolution was 
adopted. The object of the resolution is to 
ascertain whatthe fees amount to and the 
reason, ifany, why the system should not be 
changed.

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PUBLIC SCHOOL TEACHERS NOT ALLOWED 
10 IVI PRIVATE LESSONS. - 


Course of Study—Graduating Exercises 
of the Normal School—Death of a Popur 
lar Teacher. 


It has again been noised about that there is 
considerable private teaching going on in 
the public school buildings and that it is car- 
ried on to such an extent that formal com- 
plaints are about to be made. Itis said that 
some teachers have carried on private classes 
very extensively and that some baye reg- 
ular classes that are instructed in the even- 
ing in the rooms of public school buildings, A 
complainant makes the statement that he 
believes the teachers who are giving private 
lessons are actually neglecting their public 
school duties forthe purpose of Increasing 
their classes in private tuition. 

There is no rule in the School Board prohib- 
iting this practice, asthe Board has no con- 
trol over the acts of the teachersafter they 
have concluded their labors for the day in the 
public schools. Thetime afterthat is their 
own. The practice, however, is frowned 
upon and Supt. Long heretofore has lost no 
time doing what he could to stop it. 

SUPT. LONG’S POSITION. 

There is no rule of the board against pri- 
vate teaching after school hours, said Mr. 
Long, ‘‘as the board recognizes that the time 
of the teachers after they have performed 
their duty with us is legally their own. The 
practice is not tolerated in our schools, how- 
ever, and we put an end to it wherever 
we hear of it. I will present this matter to 
the meeting of the principals to-day and see 
ifthey know of any private teaching being 
done by public school teachers. The harmin 
this practice is at once apparent. If it were 
allowed to go unchecked a teacher 
might neglect her pupils in school 
and tell their parents that she would keep 
them up with their class for extra compensa- 
tion. The names of the teachers ought to be 
mentioned in the complaints, and if they are 
sent to me I promise you that a speedy and 
effectnal stop will be put to the private 
teaching complained of.’’

INCREASED SCHOOL. ACCQMMODATIONS. 


There Will Be Room Macon for All Next 
Year—The New Cental High. 

The Board of Public Schols intends to 
take the necessary stepsito relieve the 
present overcrowded conditio of the schools. 
At the joint meeting of théTeachers and 
Ways and Means Committee mld a few days 
ago the recommendatio} of Supt. 
Long for additional district j}chool accom- 
modations was considered. Herecommended 
additions to the Ames, Penmse and No. 4 
schools of four rooms each and t)theBryanHill 
and Irving Schools of six roomseach. He also 
recommended the construction pf new twelve- 
room buildings for the, Chojteau School, 
southwest of the present buifing, for the 
Rock Spring School, southwest pf the present 
building, and a school on Westninster place, 
west oi Vandeventer avenue. Aijother recom- 
mendation made by Mr. Long is that the 
— purchase a site locatedbetween the 
Irving and Penrose schools andwest of the 
Blair, the intention being, of course, to build 
a school there at some future date. 

The four-room addition to the Ames School 
was recommended by the joint committee to 
be built. Supt. Long’s other recommenda- 
tions were laid over until a future meeting. 
Itisnot anticipated that all of Mr. Long’s 
recommendations will be granted, as the 
board has not the funds at their disposal to 
carry all of them out, but there is every pros- 
pect that the board will build all the accom- 
modations actually needed for the district 
schools at the present time, and that there 
will be no overcrowding next year at any of 
the schools. 

Work on the new Central High School is also 
to be pushed. This year’s appropriation for 
the buliding will be equal to that of last year 
and the work will go right on until the struc- 
ture has been completed. Theground has al- 
ready all been paid for, and while the build- 
ing will not be as elegant as at first designed 
it will be a handsome and commodious struc- 
ture. The original estimate was for a build - 
ing to cost $350,000, but the different commit- 
tees now have the matter under consideration 
and it is the intention to alter the plans so 
that the school can be built for about $150,000, 
or at the outside $200,000. 


BASE BALL OUTLOOK. 


President Von der Ahe Very Much Pleased 
With His Club and the Association. 

Chris Von der Ahe, President of the St. 
Louis Browns, returned home this morning 
from New York, where he went to attend the 
meeting of the Conference Committee of the 
American Association and the National 
League. He was apparently in the best of 
humor over the consolidation allalong the 
line and the reorganization of the American 
Association. 

Jam more than satisfied with the result 
ofthings,’’ he rémarked. ‘‘fThe American 
Association is on a stronger basis financially 
and in the matter of a circuit than it has been 
for years: Both Bostonand Chicago will be 
represented with good clubs, while Philadel- 
phia and Washington will have better teams 
than either city has had in a long while.’’ 

Jou don’t think then thatthe restrictions 
placed upon Boston and Chicago will be a 
handicap?’’ 

No, the victory of getting in Boston es- 
pecially is big enough in itself, while the men 
associated with the Association club there, 
notably, Frederick Prince, are determined to 
have a first-class team. Some of the best 
men on last year’s Brotherhood club will be 
retained on the Association team, Harry 
Stovey, Arthur Irwin, Ad Gumbert and 
Catcher Morgan Murphy. Hardie Richard- 
son is willing to pay for the privi- 
lege of getting away from the League 
club to play with the Association team, 
The Boston League folks objected so strenu- 
ously against having opposition again this 
year, because last year’s experience was any- 
thing but pleasant, and I see by the paper 
that their losses were estimated way up in 
the thousands. You will find when matters 
get straightened out that the Boston and 
Chieago Clubs will be two of the strongest 
clubs in the new Association. 

Upon what plan will the Association work 
next year?“ 

„The division of the gate receipts on a 50 
per cent basis is fair to all concerned. This 
of course does not include the grand stand 
receipts. Each club can hold on to its own 
grand stand receipts except on three special 
days. These days are Decoration Day, July 
4and Labor Day in September. The gross re- 
ceipts of these three games will be pooled 
and divided among the eight clubs.

THE CONTRACT LABOR LAW. 


A Suit for Its Violation Brought Against 
Selwyn C. Edgar. 


United States District Attorney Reynolds 


at a late hour yesterday afternoon, filed a 
suit in the United States Court charging Sel- 
wyn C. Bdgar,. manager of the Glendale 
Zinc- works, with a violation of the contract 
labor law. It is charged that the defendant 
on July 15, 1890, assisted and encour- 
aged the emigration of one Isaac Boyce, an 
alien, from Bristol, . Engiand, to Philadel- 
phia. The following letter was written by 
Boyce to Mr. Gray, then manager of the Glen- 
dale Zinc & Iron-works at Carondelet, then 
under the control of defendant: 


No. 16 AIKEN STBEET 
BARTON HILL, or. 5 
From Mr. I. Boyce to Mr. Gray, the Manager: 

DEAR Sm-I have heard that you are in want of 
men to work onthe spelter furnaces. I and one of 
my fellow workmen would like to come out there, as 
the work here is very slack. If it would be conven- 
jient for you to send us a pass each we would come 
out as soon as possible. We have both worked in 
the spelter-works for many years. Would you oblige 
us by writing back to let us know, and oblige , 

2. I. BOYCE, Bristol, England. 

The name o y fellow workman is Fred Doro- 
solski. 

This letter was turned over to Edgar by 
Gray, and the former answered as follows: 
I. Boyce, No. 16 Aiken street, Barton Hill, Bristol, 

England: 

DEAR Str—Your letter of April 11 has just been 
handed to me and I have this day bought two tickets 
for you and Fred Dorosolski from the St. Louis agent 
ofthe American Line, and all you have to dois to 
take this letter to Richardson, Spruce & Co., No. 17 
Water street, Liverpool, and get tickets through to 
St. Louis. We can give you’ steady work and have 
places for six or eight more smelters if they want to 
come. I run fourteen Belgium furnaces. Tickets 
will not be good after July 18. 

The two men arrived in Philadelphia on 
Aug. 5 last, but were sent back to England by 
the Collector of Customs. There are two 

counts against Edgar, each asking for $1,000. 


A TALE OF TWO CITIES. 


The Costly Infatuation of a Millionaire 
Brewer’s Son for an Adventuress. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 22.—A telegram 
from Inspector Byrnes tothe Police Depart- 
ment Tuesday night has developed a story 
which, if true, may create a seven days’ sen- 
sation and scandal in Washington, in which 
the son of a prominent New York brewer will 
figure conspicuously. The telegram was a re- 
quest that Clara Haysor, 18 years of age, and 
her companion, a woman named Kellogg, 
be arrested, with the information that they 
had left Philadelphia for this city. This was 
supplemented with a request to ‘‘hold all 
jewelry.’’ The women were located ata 
disreputable house south of Pennsylvania av- 
enue. Th@ Kellogg girl was modestly dressed, 
but Clara fairly sparkled with jewelry, which 
consisted of a pairof diamond ear-rings, a 
ring set with diamonds and sapphires,another 
ring set with diamonds and pearls, a butter- 
fiy-shaped breastpin of diamonds and other 
precious stones, a diamond bracelet and a 
valuable hairpin. She sighed repeatedly as 
she was being relieved of her jeweled wealth. 

Jou may as well kill me as to take my 
jewelry, she moaned. When Clara under- 
st that the jewelry was the cause of her 
trahbles she was profuse with explanations 

ow she came by it. She said the jewelry 

ad been given her by young Frank Ehret, 

gon of George Ehret, the millionaire brewer, 

who had become strangely infatuated with 

her and in one week had given her, besides 
$900 in cash, jewelry worth $3,000. 

And just because I got tired of him and 
left, said Clara, he had me arrested. If 
Iam deprived. of the jewelry that he gave me 
I might as well die. It will be the last of him 
anyhow, for I will have the pleasure of shoot- 
ing him, if I have to kill myself afterward.’’ 

Then Detective Mahon and Sergt. Brosnan 
sent the prisoners to the Sixth Precinct Po- 
lice Station, and the last request they made 
before leaving headquarters was that the 
jewelry should not be given to the young man 
whom they had jilted, They will be returned 
to New York without delay.

THE FUGITIVE BUYS A PROSPECTOR’S 
OUTFIT AND DISAPPEARS. 


Capture of Desperate Bunco Men — The 
Murder of Dr. Willis— Freight Oon- 
ductor Killed by a Tramp—Swindled 
Their Creditors—Texas Train Robbers 
at Work—The Criminal Calendar. 


DENVER, Colo., Jan. 22.—Information comes 
from Silverton, in this State, that Padlewski, 
the Pole who murdered the Russion General 
Seliverskoff in Paris some months ago, was 
seen at that place recently. A man answer- 
ing to his description in every particular ar- 
rived there on a train from Durango» last 
Monday. He purchased a burro and a pros- 
pecter’s outfit and disappeared in the moun- 
tains. From remarks he dropped to some 
Russians and Frenchmen, the suspicion was 
created that he was the man so badly wanted 
in Europe. He was certainly well acquainted 
with Parisian localities. 


Desperate Bunco Men Captured. 


RAHWAY, N. J., Jan. 22.—A desperate 
struggle in capturing a bunco steerer oc- 
curred at this place yesterday, and it taused 
great excitement nedr the depot and the 
Rahway House. At noon a well dressed 
young man about 30 years of age entered the 
Rahway House and registered as James 
Vance of Jersey City. He was assigned to 
room 13. He told Proprietor Swain that he 
was going to take a nap and wanted to have 
the porter calPhim at 5 o’clock. He also left 
word that if any one called for him during 
that time to wake him immediately. At 4 
O'clock the Southern Express arrived at 
this place and among the  »passen- 
gers that left the train atthe station was a 
man about six feet tall with a heavy mus 
tache. He wore a slouch felt hat, and judg- 
ing from his appearance and make-up, was a 
Southerner. He went tothe Rahway House 
and registered as J. A. Maynor, West Vir- 
ginia. He asked Proprietor Swain if a man 
bythe name of Vance was stopping there. 
Swain answered in the affirmative and sent a 
porter up to Vance’s room. A short time af- 
terward thetwomen came down stairs and 
entered the bar-room, They had a couple of 
drinks and then strolled out toward the 
depot. It was afterward discovered that 
Vance was the leader ofthe famous bunco 
gang that has been victimizing people 
in New Jersey, and was one of the 
men that buncoed a citizen of Eliza- 
beth out of $3,000 two weeks ago. 
Ever since that affair Vance had been 
shadowed by two detectives, and they were 
watching him. When Vance and his friend 
arrived at the depot the two detectives asked 
Chiefof Police Tucker, who was standing 
near by, to arrest the men. Tucker caught 
Vance just as thetrain was moving out of 
the station for New York. Vance made a 
jump for the train and succeeded in getting 
upon the platform, dragging the Chief after 
him. The Chief ordered the conductor to 
stop the train, which he did, and Tucker took 
his man off. As soon as Maynor saw that his 
friend was arrested he broke away and made 
a bee line for the hotel. He went to the 
reading-room and sat down and 
quietly reada newspaper. In the room were 
also about twenty guests and citizens of this 
place, laughing and talking. When Maynor 
broke away Chief Tucker dispatched Special 
Policeman Ward to arrest him. Ward en- 
tered the reading-room of the hotel and, 
walking upto Maynor, said: I have been 
sent here to put you under arrest, so come 
Along.“ 

Quick as a flash Maynor jumped to his feet 
and whipped out a 44-caliber six- shooter re- 
volver which was a self-cocker, leveled it at 
Ward's breast and fired. Ward jumped to 
one side and received the bullet in his arm. 
The men in the room nearly all took to their 
heels. Maynor then raised the revolver and 
said that if they intended to arrest 
him he would blow his brains out. He 
raised the revolver and pointing it at his 
head was about to pull the trigger, when 
some person knocked it from hishands. He 
stooped and picked the revolver up, and 
potnting tothose in the room, said he would 
shoot the first one that followed him, and 
backed to the door. When he gained the 
street he turned and fled like a deer down the 
railroad track to Houghtonville, two miles 
below this place. There he took a train for 
New Brunswick, where he was arrested upon 
a telegraphic order from Chief Tucker, and 
last night he was sent back to Rahway. He 
is secure in the jail. Vance was locked up on 
a charge of bunco swindling, and Maynor is 
held for attempting to kill Policeman Ward. 
Ward’s injuries are not dangerous.

Abducted and Assaulted. 


CINCINNATI, O., Jan. 22.—A morning paper 
says that Mary Eschman, aged 16, employed 
ina cigar factory, was missing from home 
Monday afternoon until yesterday morning, 
when she returned in a pitiable plight and 
said she had been seized by two men Monday 
evening on her way home, thrown into a 
cab, gagged, her eyes bandaged and driven 
to some house in the country, where the men 
repeatedly assaulted her. She was kept all 
the time blindfolded until yesterday morn- 
ing, when they brought her back to the city 
and threw her out of the carriage on the pub- 
lic landing, whence she made her way home. 
The police authorities say no notice of the 
case has been given tò them. 


The Murder of Dr. Willis. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—The two line an- 
nouncement of the death and burial of Geo. 
P. Willis in yesterday morning's papers was 
All that chronicled the departure from this 
earth ofa man who figured prominently in 
the social as well as the professional circles 
of this city seven or eight yearsago. Itis not 
yet forgotten how suddenly Dr. George P. 
Willis, a handsome and accomplished physi- 
clan, disappeared from this city at the time 
mentioned. Soon afterward he turned up in 
the western part of Arizona, where he set- 
tled down with his wife, formerly 
Miss Addison, who was known in 
New York society for more than 
a year before her husband’s disppear- 
ance from here. According to Mrs. Willis’ 
statement, the doctor prospered. Through 
the influence of relatives in London, the Wil- 
lis Sons, famous organ manufacturers, he 
was appointed General Superintendent and 
Paymaster of a number of mines, controlled 
by an English syndicate, at a handsome 
salary. In a short time he amassed consider- 
able money and built a lovely home, sur- 
rounded by a splendid farm. From day to 
day he traveled from shaft to shaft Oversee- 
ing the miners’ work, and at regular times 
paying them their wages. One day not many 
months ago, a tramp applied to him for 
work. The doctor looked on him with pity, 
clothed him and fed him and gave him work 
in one of the mines. His reward was ingrat- 
itude. The fellow’s name,Dan Shackleford, is 
now said to be connected with many crimes. 
He caused dissension among many of the 
miners and frequently used threats of -vio- 
lence, and becoming intolerable toward the 
end of last month, was discharged. On Dec. 
80, as Dr. Willis was driving from shaft No. 1 
to shaft No. 2, he was stopped onthe high- 
way by Shackleford, who demanded money, 
Claiming it was due him. The doctor asked 
him to go to his counting-room. Shackleford 
refused and as Willis urged his horses on, the 
desperado seized the bridle, and pulling a re- 
volver fired five shots into poor fellow’s 
— * The horses dashed to the doctor’s 
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seven * years. of Western life had nerved her 
a g. Her husband lived just

$20,000 in American silver dollars shipped by 
merchants of this city to New Orleans. The 
train was derailed by obstructions placed on 
the track. The United States mail pouches 
were rifled and passengers robbed, and then 
blindfolded and locked in a boxcar. The 
train caught fire and great loss of life would 
have followed had not some countrymen 
come to the rescue. 

A POSSE AFTER THEM. 

Corpus CHRISTI, Tex., Jan. 22.—Sheriff 
Whelan left here Tuesday night with a posse 
in response toa request from the Sheriff of 
Brownsville for aid in running down the 
masked train robbers. They are supposed to 
have crossed into Mexico. 


Swindled Their Creditors. 


HAMILTON, Ontario, Jan. 22.—D. W. Robin- 
son and c Rich, boot and shoe merchants 
of Bradfofd, Pa., have been arrested here on 
a charge of "swindling their creditors out of 
nearly $90,000. They began business about a 
year ago as retail boot and shoe dealers, but 
rapidly increased their stock to that amount 
onthe pretext of going intothe wholesale 
line. Then they disposed of nearly the whole 
of it and fied. When the creditors took pos- 
session Only $9,300 worth of stock remained. 
They are held to await the action ofthe 
courts.

PANTRS TO DEMAND THEM. 


What the Effect of the Passage of the Stone 
Bill Ordering’ All Wires Under Ground 
Will Be—A Great Scramble for Fran- 
chises Certain to Follow. 


City Counselor Bell has gone to Jefferson 
City to look after two bills which have be- 
come of greatest importance to the city. One 
of them is to provide a boulevard system in 
this city, and the other, ust at present the 
most important of the two, contemplates the 
abatement of the over head wire nuisance. 
The extent of the difficulties and dangers 
connected with the overhead system are too 
generally known and appreciated to require 
any recital. 

There was a bill introduced by State Senator 
Stone on the sth of this month, which 
provides in a measure for the 
straightening out of the difficul- 
ties. The bill states that all 
companies in cities ofthe first class using 
wires, poles or any ofthe conducting appli- 
ances in general use for electrical purposes 
shall, by the ist of May, 1898, remove them 
from abovethe surface of the ground and 
place them in conduits or other conveyances 
under the surface. 

To get their wires underground the com- 
pany must first secure authority from 
the city and then prepare plans, routes and 
other details of construction and submit them 
to the Board of Public Improvements or other 
authorized body for approval. If by the ist 
of May, 1893, the companies themselves fail 
to comply with the State enactment and do 
not make the necessary provisions the city 
shall have the power to provide by 
ordinance a conduit or underground carrier 
for wires and compel the tardy companies to 
place their wires therein. This measure is so 
framed as to give the city sufficient elbow 
room in defining what portions of the city 
shall be cleared of overhead wires and what 
portions may be occupied by the present sys- 
tems. 

frs EFFECT. 

If the measure passes the State Legislature 
it will modify matters in St. Louls in only one 
particular, and that is that it will compel the 
companies to apply for conduit ordinances 
instead Of leaving it a matter of choice with 
them. In anticipation of such a law, 
nearly ail of the large companies in the 
city have applied for individual ordinances 
but so far none of them have been successful 
in getting bills-to suit them, and the only 
conduit ordinance ever passed has so far been 
a failure for those who secured it, when the 
change from gas to electricity for street 
lighting was under contemplation. The 
men represented what is now the 
Municipal Lighting Co, got up 
an underground conduit ordinance with the 
intention of getting the wires for the city 
lights into it. The Nghting arrangements 
were all made, however, before the conduit 
was arranged to suft the Board of Public Im- 
provements; as àa result there were no wires 
to go into the conduit and no way of securing 
any. About $80,000 was spent by the company 
and several miles of conduit laid. The ordi- 
nance still exists, but work has been stopped 
and matters are ata standstill. Later onthe 
Bell Telephone Co. put in an ordinance for 
rights to build conduits for its own use. The 
Council put in an amendment which provided 
that in return for the conduit privileges 
the Bell Telephone Co, should furnish 
the city free with all the telephone 
service required by the city in all the depart- 
ments, including the Police Department, and 
pay into the City Treasury 5 per cent of the 
gross receipts. This amendment knocked the 
Bell Telephone Dill and it is still awaiting the 
action of the House of Delegates. 

A short time after the Bell Telephone bill 
was introduced another one under the name 
of the St. Lois Conduit Co. of Missouri 
was introduced. This bill asked simply for 
the privilege of building a conduit for carry- 
ing wires and was in the interest of the Bell 
Telephone Co. The tinkering done on this by 
the Assembly rendered it unsatisfactory to 
the projectors and it was abandoned and with 
the rest still lingers in an unsettled 
condition in the House of Delegates. 
About the time the Bell Telephone Co. intro- 
duced its billthe Postal Telegraph Co. intro- 
duced one which went along nicely until an 
amendment demanding the payment of $500 
semi-annually, in advance, was put in, and 
then the Postal company deserted it and no 
further action was taken. The fourth conduit 
measure which is still hanging fire is an 
amendatory ordinance put in in the interest 
of the Sutter company. 

A SCRAMBLE FOR FRANCHISES. 

The ordinance is an amendment of the bill 
of the National Subway Co. of Missouri, and 
provides that their conduits shall be common 
carriers and enjoy all the privileges 
and rights as are usually en- 
joyed by such companies and makes 
a few other changes in the Original bill. 
When the State enactment passes, if it ever 
does get through in the face of the opposition 
which is sure to arise, there will bea scram- 
ble in.the Assembly here for franchises by the 
separate companies which will make things 
interesting. Allof the electric corporations 
state that their wires cannot be operated 
thorough a conduit with any other wires, and 
that it is useless to talk about a common car- 
rier for all of them. The telephones people 
say that their wires must be separate from 
electric light and fire alarm wires, and all the 
other companies make the same statement, 
so it is safe to predict that there will be at 
least half a dozen conduit bills up for con- 
sideration at the same time. 


THE HAMILTON CASE, 


Damaging Admissions Made by Eva Mann, 
Alias Hamilton. 

NEw Tonk, Jan. 22.—Eva Mann surprised 
the defense yesterday by admitting to the 
court that she had been Joshua Mann's mis- 
tress instead of his nurse, and that the child, 
Beatrice Ray, was Mann’s child and not the 
daughter of Robert Ray Hamilton. Whenthe 
court opened Col. Fuller, Eva’s attorney, 
read from a slip of paper as follows: 

It is admitted by the contestant that the 
child was born in Pennsylvania on Nov. 19, 
1888, and was not the child of Robert Ray 
Hamilton. Itig admitted by the contestant 
that the child ¢hristened at Atlantic City as 
Beatrice Ray, and a respondent in these pro- 
ceedings was not the child of Robert Ray 
Hamilton.“ 

Surrogate Ransom turned to Eva and asked 
whether she had heard what had been read 
by her counsel and if it was in accordance 
with the facts. Eva bowed her head and 
murmured ‘‘ Ves, in a scarcely audible voice. 
Her admissions were the result of an agree- 
ment between the counsel,Mr.Root promising 
in return to drop further questions on Eva’s 
sé baby case.

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OLD-TIME PRIZE FIGHT. 


THE SPECTATORS INDULGE IN A ROUGH- 
AND-TUMBLE BATTLE. 


Indoor Base Ball at Armory Hall To-Night 
—Dempsey Will Not Accept a Benefit— 
Racing Without. Betting — Sporting 
News of All Kinds. 


HAMMOND, Ind., Jan. 22.—One of the old 
time prize fights took place two miles south 
of this city last night between Con Murphy 
and Jim Doyle for a purse of $3825 and the 
gate receipts. Doyle won the fight. Both 
men were evenly matched at 159 pounds. In 
the first round Doyle won first blood and a 
knock down. Inthe second Murphy landed 
some hot ones on Doyle’s neck and 
he received slight punishment in re- 
turn. Just before they could 
come together again a man kicked 
Murphy in the stomach, anda general rough 
and tumble fight started on the outside, and 
before it was finished several spectators 
were badly punished. Inthe third round it 
was give andtake, with honors about even. 
In the fourth round, Murphy by a well direct- 
ed blow knocked Doyle down and through the 


ropes. 

In the fifth Murphy led and fell short, led 
again and was met with a blow that nearly 
put him tosleep. He made a desperate rally, 
but from this time on Doyle seeing his chance 
worked away on his weakened opponent and 
soon laid him out. Doyle was awarded the 
fight. Over $1,500 changed hands among the 
seventy-five people present. 


EDWARDS ON SLAVIN.

He stepped right to the front 
and said, This isa fighting town. You have 
got some fighters. Just send a few of em up 
here.

DEMPSEY DECLINES A BENEFIT. 

Jack Dempsey has declined to accept the 
benefit arranged for him in New Orleans. It 
was got up without his consent or knowledge, 
and when he learned of it he would not listen 
to the proposition. He also declines a testi- 
monial purse raised for him. Dempsey says 
he received the $1,000 of the Olympic Club 
purse intended for the loser, and he is entitled 
to and will accept no more. Fitzsimmons and 
Carroll wrote him that they had buried 
all ill-feeling and were at his service. 
The long New Zealander denies that 
Jim Hall ever whipped him, but declares 
that, on the other hand, he has whipped 
Hall, and the latter could not now be induced 
to enter a ring with him. Fitzsimmons also 
says that Mike Dooley is nota middleweight, 
but a heavyweight, fighting at 173 pounds. If 
Dooley can get down to 154 pounds the New 
Zealander will fight him, but he does not pro- 
pose to go against any heavyweights. 

PETER JACKSON ARRESTED, 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 21.—Peter Jack - 
son,colored, the Australian pugilis t, and Joe 
Bowers, who have been giving sparring ex- 
hibitions at the Tivoli Opera-house in this 
city, were arrested last night on a charge of 
violating the law which prohibits sparring 
exhibitions at any place where liquor is sold. 
Both pugilists were taken to the ean sta- 
tion and released on bail. 


INDOOR BASE BALL. 

Indoor base ball will be introduced tothe 
St. Louis public this evening at Armory Hall, 
Seventeenth and Pine streets. The opening 
promises to be a rousing success. The novelty 
of the entertainment is sufficient in itself to 
attracta large attendance, while people who 
have seen the sport say it is full of excitement 
and interest. In other cities indoor base 
ball has become very popular, ‘although 
t is only a creation of the present winter. 
It is particularly popular in Chicago, where 
it originated. That city has sixteen indoor 
base ball leagues, with a total membership 
of 100 clubs, and the games between the lead- 
ing teams are witnessed by as many people 
as turn out to the regular National League 
contests in the summer. The Armory Hall, 
where to-night’s game is to take place, is re- 
markably well adapted for the purpose, and 
the diamond has been laid out so that all the 
Spectators can obtain an excellent view of 
the play.

CROSS-COUNTRY ASSOCIATIONS. 

The proposition made by E. C. Carter to 
establish sectional cross-country associa- 
tions throughout the country is certaiply a 
good one and should be carried out.

THE SPRING TRADE WILL BE BY FAR 

Eastern Manufacturers Abandoning All 
Attempts to Invadé St. Louis Territory 
—Co-Operation and Not Antagonism the 
Order of the Day. | 


Thesindications are that the spring trade of 
St. Louis will be heavier than it has ever been 
before. It certainly is setting in earlier, and 
there are many more commercial travelers 
for Eastern houses in the city ht the present 
time than at the same period during previous 
seasons. The hotels are filled to overflowing, 
and the amount of business transacted is ex- 
ceptional. Buyers have not yet made their 
appearance to any considerable extent, 
but when they do come they will 
find the largest stock of goods on 
hand that has ever been seen in St. Louis. 
Sellers, however, are onthe ground in force 
and report that their business will exceed by 
from 20 to 35 per cent the sales of last year, 
which were larger than those of any previous 
season. The bulk of the trade has not been 
done yet, but more business has already been 
transacted than usually is completed before 
the middle of February. 

* A SPLENDID SHOWING. 

Inquiry among the wholesale dealers de- 
veloped the fact that the cause of the early 
commencement of the spring purchases is to 
be found in the growing tendency 
of merchants in the cities and 
towns tributary to St. Louis to deal 
with this city alone and to make no pur- 
chases in the East. The New York, Boston 
and Philadelphia houses formerly were com- 
petitors of St. Louls for the Southwestern 
trade, but this competition has gradually 
been dropping off and from all indications 
will be trifling during the present year. The 
tendency now is forthe Eastern houses to 
sell to St. Louis and for the goods to be dis- 
tributed from this point. A commercial 
traveler for one of the largest of the New 
York dry goods firms said: ‘‘In common 
with many others in our line of business 
we have about abandoned our Southwestern 
circuits and make this city our terminus. 

DRIVING AWAY COMPETITORS. 

For years we sent our salesmen to Texas, 
Arkansas, Kansas and Colorado, and we 
used to secure a great deal of the business. 
But lately we have found it dropping off, at 
first slowly, and then rapidly, and at length 
it has reached a point where there is little or 
no profit init, The reason for this is to be 
found in St. Louis competition. Few 
people realize how dangerous and formida- 
ble this is. I have done business in 
all parts of the West, and say from experi- 
ence that St. Louis merchants sell closer, do 
business on a smaller margin of profit and 
understand the conditions and demands 
of their tributary territory better than those 
of any city in the West; I had almost said of 
any city in the country. They are far superior 
in this respect to Chicago merchants, as is 
proved by the fact that scores of Eastern 
houses that have given up the attempt 
to eut into the St. Louis trade are 
still fighting in Chicago territory. 
Chicago has heretofore hada great advan- 
tage in freight rates, that city having been 
most unduly favored in this respect, but now 
this is changed. Instead of antagonizing st. 
Louis, we now wish to co-operate, and the 
result cannot fail to be beneficial at both 
ends of the line. 

ENLARGING Sr. LOUIS TRADE. 

A prominent wholesale merchant ofthis 
city, said: It would astonish many of the 
citizens if they could see some of the letters 
received by local business firms 
from the East. We have received 
assurances that some of our most 
formidable competitors will no longer at- 
tempt to operate in our territory, but will 
content themselves with selling goods to us, 
to be distributed from this city. Where there 
were five drummers from Eastern houses in 
the Southwest last year there will not be two 
during the coming season. This means a 
great increase of trade for St. Louis, and Is 
the explanation to be given of the presence 
of such an unusual number of Eastern 
salesmen in the city at the present 
time. Nearly all the Eastern wholesale houses 
have either entirely dispensed with their 
Southwestern drummers or largely reduced 
their force, while houses are trying to dis- 
pose of their goods in this city that pre- 
viously entirely ignored us. This will be of 
immense benefit tous, as it will enable not 
only the sales to be increased, but the pro- 
portionate expense can also be reduced, asa 
few men can now cover a territory that it 
required many to handle when Eastern com- 
petition had to be met at ev@ry turn. Our 
position as the distributing point for the en- 
tire Southwest is now acknowledged as it 
never was before, and the prospects for the 
future are most excellent.’’
